Hope will get more than a 
preliminary hearing if she 
petitions for a scheduled stop. 
Under private operation all 
passenger stops were discon- 
tinued between Little Rock and 
Texarkana-and I don't think 
we'U have any better luck 
dealing with Amtrak. 


Don't forget that Amtrak is a 


venture subsidised by tax 
money. And not entirely federal 
tax money at that. The states 
through which Amtrak runs 
passenger trains are required 
to come up with millions of 
dollars to help cover the federal 
deficit. At last reports the 
federal 
government 
was 


threatening to sue Ohio and 
neighboring states and cut off 
train service because the states 
found Amtrak's money drain 
was prohibitive. 


In all the uproar Little Rock 


has raised over exclusion from 
Amtrak I have failed to find any 
mention as to how many 
millions of dollars it would cost 
Arkansas to be included—but 
you can be sure it will cost us. 


Finally, what policy other 


than outright opposition to 
federally subsidised passenger 
service could you expect from 
this newspaper, which has 
consistently fought for repeal of 
Arkansas' full-crew law and 
once more will support the 1972 
repealer, Act 1, in the general 
election next month ? 


Full-crew laws are nothing 


but a scheme to have railroad 
freight users subsidize "made 
work" jobs on the freight 
trains. 


You can't fight subsidies on

NEW YORK (AP) - Time 


magazine reports that Jeb 
Stuart Magruder, a deputy di- 
rector of the Committee to Re- 
elect the President, is identified 
in Justice Department files as 
the man who authorized ex- 
penditures for wiretapping the 
Democratic 
National Com- 


mittee headquarters last June. 


The magazine reported Sun- 


day that Justice Department 
attorneys said Magruder ap- 
proved the use of up to 1250,000 
for what they called "political 
intelligence operations." Time 
said it was not known whether 
the entire amount was spent. 


In Washington, a spokesman 


for the committee restated its 
denial that anyone in authority 
at the committee, including 
Magruder, 
had 
any 
in- 


volvement in the wiretapping 
and break-in at the Democratic 
offices in Washington's Water- 
gate complex. 


Time reported that Justice 


Department officials said that 


Magruder hired another former 
White House aide, G. Gordon 
Liddy, to head the political in- 
telligence squad for the com- 
mittee and authorized him to 
spend the money. 


The magazine said the actual 


payments to Liddy was made 
by Hugh Sloan, then treasurer 
of the committee, who took the 
cash from a safe in the office 
of Maurice Stans, former secre- 
tary of commerce and now fi- 
nance chairman of the Nixon 
committee. 


The record of these dis- 


tursements was kept on a 
single sheet of lined yellow pa- 
per which was later destroyed 
by a cop committee official, 
Time said. 


Magruder told the Justice De- 


partment that he thought in- 
telligence money was to be 
used to gather information on 
radicals and antiwar protesters 
who might try to interrupt the 
Republican National Committee 
and he denied authorizing funds 


for illegal purposes, Time said. 


Magruder, a Santa Monica, 


Calif., business executive, 
coordinated Nixon's 1968 presi- 
dential campaign in the Los 
Angeles area and later joined 
the White House staff as an as- 
sistant to H. R. Haldeman, the 
President's chief of staff. 


Newsweek magazine reported 


Sunday that an Indianapolis 
man said that he had been re- 
cruited by Donald H. Segretti 
and paid at least 12,000 to at- 
tempt to sabotage the Demo- 
cratic presidential primary 
campaign of Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie. 


Segretti has been identified in 


published reports as working 
with White House aides to re- 
cruit operatives for the report- 
ed sabotage scheme. Newsweek 
said Segretti used the name 
"Don Simmons" when he con- 
tacted Szihlik but Szihlik later 
recognized him as Segretti 
from news potographs. 


Peace deal 
in Vietnam 
is hinted 


SAIGON (AP) - Henry A. 
Kissinger left Salfon for Wash- 
ington today after the mart In- 
tensive peace talks of the In- 
dochina war, and the UJ. Em- 
bassy said progress had been 
made toward a settlement. But 
it indicated that the U J. and 
South Vietnamese government 
still differ on some points. 


"We have made progress," 


said an embassy statement.- 
"Talks will continue between us 
and the government of Viet- 
nam. It is not in the intsmt of 
negotiations to be more spedfk 
at this time." 


Meanwhile, the South Vietna- 


mese government was reported 
preparing for the eventuality of 
a cease-fire. 


President Nixon's chief for- 


eign policy adviser flew home 
to report to Nixon after six 
meetings with President Ngu- 
yen van Thleu. Asked at the 
airport if his visit had bean 
productive, Kissinger replied, 
"It always Is when I'm here."

Time magaxlnes reported that 
the United States and North 
Vietnam have agreed to a set- 
tlement that would include a 
cease-fire, there was no con- 
firmation from either US. or 
South Vietnamese official* in

This was intended to insure 


that the Saigon government had 
a firm hold on the population 
and the government machinery 
should a settlement come, the 
sources said. 


For the past two months, 


government workers have barn 
painting South 
Vietnamese 


flags on the doors, walls and 
gates of homes and other build- 
ings all over the country. The 
flags, which first began appear- 
ing more than a year ago, have 
of ten been described as a show 
allegiance in the event of a 
cease-fire. 


Informants said that during 


the past two weeks, govern- 
ment troops have captured at 
least two caches of Viet Cong 
flags during operations near 
Saigon and on the northern 
joast. 


The Thieu government has 


been preparing contingency 
plans for a cease-fire for sev- 
eral months, aimed at strength- 
ening and nminWni"g security 
and control over the local popu- 
lation. 


The question of control would 


be a major issue in the event of 
a standstill cease-fire, and both 
sides would try to seise and 
hold as much territory and pop- 
ulation as they could before a 
deadline, officials believe. 


Senior 
field 
commanders 


were told last week that their 
immediate mission was to open 
up key highways closed by 
fighting and to drive enemy 
forces from hamlets and vil- 
lages. 


On the crucial issue of 


Thieu 's future, both Time and 
Newsweek reported that the 
United States and North Viet- 
nam have agreed to a peace 
plan leaving nun in office until 
replaced by a caretaker gov- 
ernment. Both said a cease-fire 
would be in effect while politi- 
cal negotiations went on, and

statement by North Vietnam's 
premier has spurred fresh 
•peculation that a peace deal is

Washington and Saigon. 


Premier Pham Van Dong, in 


a Newsweek magazine inter- 
view published Sunday, said the 
secret negotiations involving 
presidential adviser Henry A. 
Kissinger "are in an extremely 
important phase" and "we will 
do nothing to jeopardise a hap- 
py conclusion." 


The Hanoi leader went on to 


sketch a settlement plan which 
has some broad elements sim- 
ilar to proposals previously set 
forth by President Nixon. The 
Premier envisioned: 


-A cease-fini followed by 


American withdrawal. 


-Negotiations between the 


Saigon administration and Viet 
Cong representatives for a 
temporary three segment gov- 
enunent.presumably composed 
of communists, neutralists and 
Saigon administration ele- 
ments, and new elections.

committee. 


Now France has agreed to

SAN DIEGO (AP) - A Cali- 


fornia dentist says recently un- 
covered dental records prove 
conclusively that Adolf Hitler is 
dead and that the German dic- 
tator was in frequent pain from 
a gum infection late in his life. 


Dr. Reidar Sognnaes of Los 


Angeles told an interview last 
week an X-ray of Hitter's teeth 
that he found in American war 
archives provided proof that 
"will stand any test." 


Sognnaes, a UCLA professor 


of dentistry, said the X-ray, 
previously available 
dental 


records and an autopsy per- 
formed by Russian doctors on 
bones found outside Hitler's 
Berlin bunker all coincide to 
show he died in the bunker in 
IMS. 


The X-ray evidence was con- 


clusive because of Hitler's un- 


usual dental work, Sognnaes 
said. 


"A peculiar telephone bridge, 


very bizarre crowns and un- 
tnisUkeaWe gum disease have 
given us the key to disprove all 
the rumors that Hitler is still 
alive," the dentist said. 


Sognnaes said the dental X- 


ray was made along with a 
number of medical tests in 1944 
after an unsuccessful attempt 
on Hitler's life. It was part of 
medical records seized by U.S. 
troops after interrogating Hit- 
ler's doctors. The dentist found 
it in a search of military ar- 
chives in Maryland. 


"Hitler had widespread gum 


disease," he said. "He had a 
major infection at the base of 
his teeth. Some of the Jawbone 
had even been destroyed by the 
disease.

leather. 


The glorious moment. For 


a man who is called "Cow" 
by his teammates because 
his eves look so doleful, na- 
tional recognition, at least 
for the moment. 


Whatever happens for Joe 


Kudi after this is surfeit. 


"It was." he says now. the 


noise bubble of the World 
Series deflated, 
the zenith 


of a player's dream. I mean, 
playing in a World Series and 
winning a game with a hit 
and making a catch." This 
happened in the second game 
when Rudi's home run was 
the winner for the Oakland 
A's and his ninth-inning 
catch saved it. 


The same kind of instant 
acclaim could be argued for 
Gene Tenace, who changed 
the pronunciation 
of his 


name from "Ten-atch-ee" to 
"Tennis" because no one 
could handle the right way. 
He hit three vital home 
runs and a crucial single in 
two series victories. But 
there is no dramatic photo 
to capture his moment. And 
besides, there was no expec- 
tation in his case. He wasn't 
even the regular catcher for 
Oakland most of the sum- 
mer. 


Rudi had hit a team lead- 


ing .305 for the Athletics this 
year and was their steadiest 
player. Yet he was the most 
unknown star of a pennant- 
winning team you could im- 
agine. This was a club which 
thrived on verbal strife, and 
the guys who made the news 
were Reggie Jackson and 
Vida Blue and Catfish Hunt- 
er and Mike Epstein and 
Blue Moon Odom

For Joe Rudi, 26 years old,

ninth inning for Mike Hersh- 
berger or Jim Gosger. For 
defensive purposes.

burned me up. 


"Baseball is a game of la- 


bels. You get stuck with one. 
! had a good-hit-no-field la- 
bel. They f o r g o t that I 
started out as an infielder. 
In 1967 I came up after play- 
ing 'A' ball. I didn't cover 
much ground. They sent me 
down a month later to make 
me a first baseman. I was 
through as an outfielder." 


Playing first base for Bir- 


mingham against Knoxville 
one day he collided with the 
catcher going for a pop fly 
and c a m e out w i t h 12 
stitches under his chin. A 
white scar still remains. The 
As brought him back the 
next year—as an outfielder. 


In those days. Joe was a 


marginal hitter. He couldn't 
get his average above .200, 
and he has an explanation 
for that. too. 


I don't care if you're 


M i c k e y M a n t l e or Babe 
Ruth." he says, "if you're 
p l a t o o n e d and only play 
once or twice a week, you 
hit .150. George Hendrick 
has the qualities of a super- 
star. Everybody on the club 
feels it. So don't hold it 
against him he only hit .180. 
Play him every day and he'll 
hit regardless." 


For the past three seasons, 


Joe has played every day, 
against right hand pitching, 
against left hand pitching. 
And the scrapbook of Mrs. 
Oden Rudi. his mother, in 
his home town of Modesto, 
Calif., is bulging. A whole 
volume is reserved for the 
World Series drama. 


Joe sensed there was some- 


thing special about his se- 
ries achievement when he 
looked out on the lawn of his 
suburban home in Newark, 
Calif., one morning. A poster 
had been planted on the 
ground. It read, "Right On, 
Joe." And on the infield 
wall of the Oakland Coli- 
seum, his te r r i t o r y, there 
was a green and gold ban- 
ner: "Rudi's Rooters." 


"After sitting home for 20 


years, watching the World 
Series on TV," he says, "I 
was s u d d e n l y in it. Only 
when it's over, do you wake 
up and realize it. It feels 
super." 


And it has made a differ- 


ence in his life. Last winter 
he went to a cocktail party 
in San Jose, spent three 
hours there, and when he 
walked out the door no one 
knew he was a ball player. 


"Now," he says, "when I 


go down to the supermarket, 
a few people recognize me 
who haven't recognized me 
before."

MIGs downed 
by U.S. jets 


SAIGON fAP) - U.S. Air 


Force jets shot down three 
North Vietnamese MIG21s in a 
dogfight west of Hanoi eight 
days ago, the U.S. Command 
announced today. 


There were no U.S. losses in 


the aerial battle Oct. IS, a 
spokesman said. He said the 
kills were not confirmed until 
today and that was why the an- 
nouncement was delayed. 


Eight F4 Phantoms were es- 


corting U.S. bombers when 
they engaged four MIG inter- 
ceptors close to the North 
Vietnamese capital, the spokes- 
man said. 


In the ensuing battle one MIG 


was downed 35 miles west of 
Hanoi and two more 100 miles 
west e! Hanoi, he reported. 


The latest kills brought the 


number of MIGs shot down 
over North Vietnam since the 
lie ginning of the Indochina war 
to 177 — 66 of them this year. 
The United States has lost 71 
aircraft to MIG interceptors 
during the war, according to 
Command figures. 


American warplanes flew 


only 140 strikes against mili- 
tary targets in North Vietnam 
Sunday but an Air Force 
spokesman said this was due to 
bad weather. 


Navy pilots from the carrier 


Kitty Hawk and the Enterprise 
pounded the Hai Yen naval 
uase, eight miles northeast of 
V'lnh and a boatyard 22 miles 
from Haiphong, the Command 
announced. It said more than 
20 B52 bombers raided supply 
dumps in the southern pan- 
handle of North Vietnam today.

song for the young, a last tune 
of youth for the old. Do you 
stay awake to hear it? You'd 
better! He only plays a little 
while, this wandering fiddler in 
the dark. 


October wears a crown and 


makes every man a king. It 
bears the harvest superiority of 
the rounded apple over the pe- 
taled flower, the advantage 
fruition and achievement have 
over pale promises. April is the 
fledgling politician of the year, 
saying, "Stock with me, and 
we'll go places." October is the 
mature statesman holding out 
the golden reward. 


Everyone knows when Octo- 


ber is here. The air feels like a 
raise In salary. 


The boss smileth, the wor- 


kman giveth a full dayth's—I 
mean day's—toil and cometh 
home at evenfall to a cheerful 
wife. She forgetteth to find 
fault. 


Yes, it's a grand time—too 


late for hay fever, too early for 
pneumonia. It's a flood in the 
blood, a high tide measured by 
the turning sun.

President Nixon is wearing two hats today 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon wears two hats 
today—those of the nation's 
chief executive and leader of 
the Republican party—as he 
again dips a toe into campaign 
waters. 


Nixon, who has made avo- 


wedly political appearances in 
jtut fix states since claiming 
renomination, was bound for 
the populous suburbs of New 
York City. 


First, however, he set up a 


morning conference with his 
chief budget, fiscal and eco- 
nomic-policy advisers to contin- 
ue, the White House said, a re- 
view of legislation passed by 
the now-adjourned Congress. 


Nixon's announced aim: to 


find bills he can veto which, 
together with promised direc- 
tives to forego spending some 
already appropriated funds, 
presumably would hold federal 
outlays to a maximum of $250 
billion-still a record—in the 
bookkeeping year that began 
July 1. 


Otherwise, Nixon and his as- 


sociates have said, a tax in- 
crease may be necessary. 


Congress last week rejected 


legislation that would have 
mandated Nixon to hold spend- 
ing to $250 billion while giving 
: him wide latitude in pre- 
l scribing cutbacks. 
: The President's Democratic 
: opponent, 
Sen. George 
: McGovern of South Dakota, had 


attacked the measure as an at- 
tempt to infringe on the con- 
stitutional power of Congress to 
make appropriations. 


Nixon, keeping faith with his 


declaration tha his most impor- 
tant assignment is as president, 
has been absent from the cam- 
paign trail more than usual for 
a president miring a sooond 
term. 


Following a motorcade Jour- 


ney today through almost a 
dozen communities in Wes- 
tchester County, N.Y., Nixon 
was to attend a reception for 
GOP leaders from 11 states at 
the home of Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller near Tarrytown. 


The White House announced 


Sunday an addition to the Re- 
publican candidate's stump 
schedule: an evening rally 
Thursday at a high school in 
Ashland, Ky. The Bluegrass 
State will be the seventh on his 
campaign schedule. Nixon has 
visited only New York, Illinois, 
Michigan, California, Texas 
and Georgia on trips officially 
pronounced to be political. 


On Saturday, Nixon flies to 


Cleveland to launch a 100-mile 
motorcade that will take him 
through northern Ohio, winding 
up in Warren. 


In a radio political broadcast 


Sunday, Nixon said today's 
calls for a weak, isolationist 
America, "are little more than 
echoes of past blunders" which 


led the United States un- 
prepared into two world wars.

NEW YORK (AP) - Seeking 


to spread the risk and thus re- 
duce losses or add to profits, 
the American insurance in- 
dustry is going abroad in quest 
of markets. 


U.S. insurers already are li- 


censed in ISO countries. They 
operate 360 overseas offices 
and employ about 10,000 foreign 
nationals selling mainly fire, 
marine, accident and automo- 
bile insurance. But this may be 
only the beginning. 


One company, Sentry Insur- 


ance, based in Stevens Point, 
Wis., had no overseas business 
as recently as 19M- Now it esti- 
mates that 10 to IS per cent of 
volume is from abroad and ex- 
pects the figure to grow to 25 
per cent in two or three years. 


-It's been a long time in 


coming," said John Joanis, 
chairman and chirf ewcutive, 
••but I think the industry is fi- 
nally realizing there are some 
very fertile markets beyond our 
domestics borders." 


The markets that Joanis sees 


are not only in the liteb/ area*, 
such as England, Western Eu- 
rope. Australia and Japan He 


sees the day not distant when 
American insurers will be ac- 
tive in China, India and the So- 
viet Union. 


Ideological differences, he be- 


lieves, 
won't 
prevent 
the 


spread. Instead, the need for 
insurance will assure its ac- 
ceptance, he said. Inevitably, 
he feels, free enterprise will 
work its way in. "Creeping cap- 
italism," he termed it. 


IN A has been abroad for 


many years. Continental Insur- 
ance and Chubb fc Son also 
have an overseas tradition. And 
to a lesser degree, so do 
Travelers and Aetna. 


But, said Joanis, "Much of 


the industry is not as alert to 
the possibilities as it should 
be." 


The advantage to the Ameri- 


can companies is not solely one 
of volume. Sentry and others 
believe that a company with 
foreign markets is a more ef- 
ficient, more stable enterprise 
because it is better protected 
from cycles.

McGovern would 'rejoice' 
at settlement in Vietnam 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


George McGovern begins the 
last two weeks of his long cam- 
paign for the White House 
today, declaring that he would 
rejoice at a pre-election peace 
settlement, and quoting South 
Vietnamese President Nguyen 
Van Thieu as saying he would 
resign "if we reduce American 
military and economic aid." 


The Democratic presidential 


nominee planned to campaign 
in Philadelphia and New York 
with much of his day devoted 
to political television. 


Before he set out, McGovern 


was to tape for broadcast Wed- 
nesday 
night 
a 
30-minute 


speech on morality, corruption 
and the American system. 


McGovern said Sunday he 


has no doubt that if the United 
States withdrew support from 
the current Saigon government, 
as he advocates, Thieu would 
resign "within a matter of 
hours...." 


"He told me directly when I 


visited with him last September 
that even if we reduced Ameri- 
can military and economic aid 
that he'd resign," McGovern 
said on the ABC TV interview 
program 
"Issues and An- 


swers." 


"And I think we ought to take 


him up on that offer," the can- 
didate added. 


"We ought to make clear that 


we would like to see political 
groupings come into power in 
South Vietnam that want to 
settle this war," 
McGovern 


said. 


McGovern said he hopes that 


the negotiations and confer- 
ences, in Paris and Saigon, in- 
volving presidential adviser 
Henry A. Kissinger signify that 
a settlement is 
close—but 


added that he doubts it. 


McGovern said if he thought 


his candidacy had put settle- 
ment pressure on President 
Nixon, that alone would make 
U worthwhile. 


"If Mr. Nixon can end this 


war on the night before the 
etectioiP. I'll rejoice along with 


all 
other 
Americans," 


McGovern said. "No matter the 
political impact." 


At a news conference in Bis- 


marck, N.D., Sunday, Republi- 
can National Chairman Robert 
J. Dote said McGovem's being 
on the Democratic ticket is 
helping end the war in Viet- 


nam. 


"If McGovern were not on 


the ticket, we would not be end- 
ing the war," Dote said. He 
said North Vietnamese officials 
are aware of polls that show 
Nixon leading McGovern by a 
wide margin, and know that 
they will be dealing with Nixon 


after the election. 


"Because 
of 
McGovem's 


weakness, he has become an 
asset," Dote said. 


McGovern said if the North 


Vietnamese are indeed offering, 
as reported, a cease-fire, coali- 
tion government in Saigon, the 


release of US. prisoners and 
elections within six months, the 
administration "should grab it 
with both hands...." 


"If it's true, if that's what 


they're proposing, it seems to 
me that's about the best stttls- 
ment we're going to get," 
McGovern said.

colitis and my doctor did not 
give me a diet. He said eat 
whatever I want and elimin- 
ate whatever causes trouble.

lot of letters on colitis and 
the problem in answering 
them is that colitis is a gen- 
eral term. It literally means 
inflammation or irritation of 
the colon. This can be as- 
sociated 
with 
constipation 


which is the most common 
form. These individuals im- 
prove markedly by drinking 
adequate amounts of water 
or other liquids and forming 
a 
regular 
h a b i t 
t which 


doesn't mean that it is nec- 
essary every day). 1 usual- 
ly recommend that patients 
do this by drinking at least 
two cups of liquid at break- 
fast and more if they toler- 
ate it well and then going to 
the bathroom immediately 
after breakfast and sitting 
for a reasonable length of 
time or until they feel the 
urge. 
By 
continuing 
this 


practice daily, many individ- 
uals will develop a more 
regular habit. 


For this type of colitis it 


is important to increase the 
amount of roughage in the 
diet 
which 
includes 
vege- 


tables and foods containing 
bullv such as cereals, with 
loss emphasis on high cal- 


orie, low bulk foods such as 
sweets, candies, cakes and 
starchy foods. 


Other people who are told 


they have colitis have an 
overactive 
colon 
w h i c h 


causes recurrent bouts of 
diarrhea and sometimes ex- 
cessive gas formation. These 
individuals have a some- 
what different problem and 
may need a blaiid diet often 
containing soft toods.

certain toods that they can't 
toierate and all of these, oi 


course, should be avoided. 
This may mean taking vita- 
min pills to make sure that 
there is no vitamin defici- 
ency. People who can't tol- 
erate milk will need to con- 
sider obtaining calcium sup- 
plements. 


In letters from readers I 


detect there is some con- 
tusion on the use of raw 
fruits. While they may be ir- 
ritating to some people who 
have an overactive colon 
which is one form of cojitis, 
they are helpful for individ- 


uals who have the constipa- 
tion colitis. Raw fruit and 
even some cooked fruit, for 
example prunes, often help 
in maintaining good bowel 
function.

China

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Hard-sell campaign: frying to get votes of GIs 


WASHINGTON ( AP) - China 


may be in the market for more 
U.S. Wheat, the Department of 
Agriculture 
says. 
China 


recently made its first pur- 
chaw of U.S. wheat since 19<a. 


Wheat production in China 


has not kept pace with the de- 
mand of its growing population 
and was further hampered by 
drought this year, a govern- 
ment report said Sunday. 


China purchased 4.3 million 


tons of wheat, about 160 million 
bushels, from other countries 
on Oct. 1. The amount included 
400,000 tons, or about IS million 
bushels, 
from 
the 
United 


States. 


The amount was much less 


than 11 million tons, or 400 mil- 
lion bushels, recently pur- 
chased by Russia from the Un- 
ited States. 


But the Agriculture Depart- 


ment report said China's pur- 
chases may not have been 
Urge enough to offset produc- 
tion losses this year. 


It said: "It is clear that 


China's total domestic grain re- 
quirements are immense" and 
that "each year China is con- 
fronted with an urgent need to 
outperform the previous year in 
the production of grains and 
other food crops." 


The report also said China 


has increased its wheat produc- 
tion impressively in the past 
decade, but still has needed to 
import four to five million tons 
a year to meet domestic food 
requirements. 


SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. 


Command has a hard-sell cam- 
paign to get out the GI vote in 
November. But some military 
disc jockeys who don't think 
the sell is hard enough are 
pushing their own punchier 
spots: "Put up or shut up!" 


"We don't have dependents 


around, so we can talk in the 
vernacular," said Lt. Col. Felix 
L. Casipit, head of the Ameri- 
can Forces Vietnam Network, 
of AFVN. 


"We're talking to the Ameri- 


can military fighting man so 


we can say, 'Get off your butt,' 
and not offend some woman 
doing her housecleaning." 


Spec. 4 John Allgood, 
an 


AKVN disc jockey, said he de- 
cided to revamp a spot an- 
nouncement that said, "Listen 
fella, vote!" 


"I just diehi't feel the spot 


was hard,hitting enough," he 
said. 


The Allgood version, broad- 


cast repeatedly these days, 
says: "You're old enough to 
vote! So what? What are you 
going to do about it? Sit on 


your duff until after the elec- 
tions and then complain about 
how the rest of us voted? 


"The 
armed forces have 


made an all-out effort to get 
you to vote ... But no, you pre- 
fer to sit and wait until after 
the elections, and then you'll 
gripe ... That's a lot of bull 
and you know it." 


Allgood, a former record- 


spinner for a 
Chicago sta- 


tion, said: "So many guys say, 
'I don't like this. I don't like 
that.' And they don't vote. I 
think it's a crime. It's so easy 


to fill out an absentee ballot 
form." 


Since May, the military has 


been campaigning in the field, 
on radio and television and 
through the armed forces news- 
paper Stars and Stripes to get 
out the vote. 


The first push was for regis- 


tration with an outline of each 
state's requirements. This was 
followed with the procedures 
for absentee balloting and a re- 
quest to the GIs to ask their 
families for clippings 
from 


hometown papers so they could 


learn about local issues. 


Every night during prime 


time, the military television 
network is running several one- 
second, subliminal-type spots. 
Each says "vote" — one super- 
imposed on an outline of the 
United States, another on a bi- 
kini-clad girl. 


Col. Thomas E. Hall 
Jr., 


head of the U.S. Command's 
voting campaign, said the mili- 
tary keeps no count of how 
many of the 30,000 GIs in Viet- 
nam are voting. 


"We don't want to be in the 


position of coercing anybody 
into voting," he said. "My own 
opinion is that there is consid- 
erable interest in the election 
at this time, but I have no sta- 
tistics to back it up." 


One snag in the voting cam- 


paign has been the failure of 
some communities to send ab- 
sentee ballots to servicemen. 
Hall said he had received sev- 
eral queries about this, but the 
military could do nothing about 
it.
